Financials 

Evidence as to the almost banlirupt 
Btato of Provincial finances accumii- 
Utea daily; and as fact after fact is ex- 
posed one almost stands aghast at the 
astounding nature of the disclosures. 
Three mouths ago, when wo told the 
Province that "debts had been incur- 
red by the Ministry that amounted in 
the aggregate to §750,000, the stute- 
menbwas met with a smile of incredu- 
lity from all sides. When wo said that 
private parties had been approached 
by the Government for loans to meet 
pressing liabilities, the truth of the 
statement was vehemently denied by 
the' G-overnment organ. Later, on 
oar 'assertion that the subsidies of the 
Province had been pawned to Canada 
as aeourity for temporary assistance, 
the organ descended to the depth of 
abuse in denying that any arrange- 
ment of the kind had been offocted. 
The truth of the Becond and third 
Btatemeuts has been iiroved by the 
confessions of Ministers themselves, 
and the House has promptly, properly 
and most decidedly censured the Gov- 
Arnment for their share in those dis- 
creditable transactions. Our state- 
ment as to the amount of indebted- 
ness alone remains to be made good, 
and we propose to do that with the aid 
of the official returns before us. A few 
days ago, from the statement of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for 1875, we 
were enabled to state that the Pro- 
vincial Accounts, BO far as was then 
acknowIedg;ed, showed the enormous 
deficit of over $486,000. We will 
premise by saying that as the informa- 
tion is taken from the printed official 
documents, which are accessible to 
the public, any incredulous person 
who may question the accuracy of our 
figures may consult the returns him 
self. On page 137, "Public Accounts, 
1875," the following items" will be 
found: —

We remember that when the Wul- 
kem Government went into oflice 
three years ago the Province was out 
of debt — did not owe a dollar; — and 
when it is borne in mind that the leg- 
itimate revenue of the Province dur- 
ing those three years aggregated up- 
wards of $1,100,000, it will be con- 
ceded that to have expended that sum 
»ud nearly $500,000 in addition, whows 
that the late Ministry j^oasessed a ca- 
pacity fov spending other people's 
money that would have done credit to 
a youthful spendthrift with great qx- 
pectations. When those returns 
reached the Houae the impression pre- 
vailed that the worst was known — that 
bottom had been touched — that the 
exact extent of Provincial indebted- 
ness was before the country. But a 
critical examination of the returns soon 
developed the fact that tho whole of 
the liabilities of the country were not 
comprised in the report. It was known 
that considerable sums were due con- 
tractors on account of works already 
completed and larger sums on account 
of works still undorweigh. This fact 
•was brought to the notice of the Pub- 
lic Accounts Committee at an early 
stage of their sitting. A demand was 
made on the Chief Commissioner for a 
supplemental statement of thoso 
bilities, and after a delny of oiiu weolc 
the hitherto impenetriiblo veil that had 
hidden the truth from the Hou.so was 
drawn asido and the facts liiid bare iu a 
Bupplemeutary report ou public works. 
Wo bavo noithar time norspucis to review 
the items of expenditure oontained thunv 
ia, and shall therefore defer their oonsiu- 
eration and pass on to the tabulated etiitc- 
ment of liabilities on "contracts awarded 
but untiuisliad," the funds for tlio pny- 
munt of which must bo provided dnii'.iy; 
tlie ourreut year. Tlie total (imouut diu! ou 
this account i8SlG2, 890. 37. Add tliis Huin

expected ictolligant peraons to accept it, 
that because those amounts were not |5ay- 
»blo in 1876 they could be olaesed us part 
of the liabilities of that year, Admit the 
O. 0.'8 "reasoning,"^ and we should 
have the still more' extraordinary and 
gratifying result that the Provinoo ia not 
indebted in the that amount of ISO, 77-1.- 
00, beoiiuso none of the loans, although 
<jontrnctud in 1875, woio paid in that year. 
Wo are afraid, however, that tlio credi- 
tors of the Province would havo some 
difflouUy in reconciling the reasoning of 
Jlr. Beaven with the ordinary rules that 
tfovern bankers or the well-known 
|)rinciplo8 of meum et tuwn. From 
the official returns wo think wo 
.have Huoceodod in ahowing that a uliuugo 
iif Oovornicent hui not oomo a moiuunt 
to9 soon, We might oven go bo fa>' m to 



nay that if a clianjjo had taken place two 
years ago the Province would not now 
have to doploro a doadlook in its relations 
with Canada, or express regret that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars have been 
recklessly Bquandorcd on unproduotivo 
works and the revenues of the coiintry 
plodp;od for money borrowed on their se- 
(Miiity. Sotting the wliole population at 
15,000, tlio public indebtedBCsa is equal 
toS50 per head ou every man, woman and 
child in the Province. The situation is 
truly alarming. Tbo fate that was pre- 
dicted by tUo cleverest-beaded men when 
the'boifrowiDg and squandering policy of 
tho Government was first propounded 
hna overtaken tho Province. Tho new 
Ministry— lioavou lielp them!— havo a 
difficult task before them to keep the coun- 
try out of the hands of tho Sheriff on the 
one side and Canada on the other. Let 
every person who has tho advancement 
of the country at heart do his b<tst to save 
thoin, while steering clear of Soylla.from 
being wrecked on Chnrybdis.

Tlio Duty of Victoria. 

Editor Colonibt: — The duty of Vic- 
toria, of Columbia, in tho present pol- 
itical crisis is perfectly clear. _ 'Iho 
men who have) no matter hbw.brougbt 
about a diead-look between this F.ro- 
vinee and tho Dominion iu respect of 
the "issues of life" iu so far has Col- 
umbia herself is concerned, havo junt 
been voted out of cflico by the peo- 
ple's lepresentatives; the leader, the 
deliberately chosen loader of tho Op- 
position, has undertaken tho task of 
forming a now Cabinet, nud will, in 
tho courHO of a few days, seek the ap- 
proval of tho electors of this ctiy. 

There are many generiiEt 'reasons of 
public policy why the new Premier 
should be re-elected. In placing his 
resignation in the hands of the Lieut- 
enant-Grovernor, Mr. Walkem only 
acted in accordance t\'ith British Par- 
liamentary usage in advising His Ex- 
cellency to send for Mr. Elliott; but 
having done so it would neither be 
patriotic nor in accordance with the 
usual practice for Mr. Walkom or 
thoso who havo adhered to hia course 
to offer any factious opposition with a 
view to embarrassing the now Pre- 
mier in the work he has undortakon. 
Indeed, it is the duty of the late Min- 
istry rather to nssi.st, as, indeed, Mr. 
Walkem slated at tlio rising of the 
House ho would assist, in formiug n 
new Ministry. Once formed and bo- 
fore tho House and country with its 
"porsonuel" and policy, the Cabinet 
bucomoH a le^ntimate object of support 
or oppo.sitiou according to the bent of 
membera. When a ^Ministry become 
incapable of carrying ou the Govern- 
ment, go to the Governor and ask 
to be relieved, advising His Excellen- 
cy to call upon the loader of the party 
constituting a majority of the Legis- 
lature, it is neither in accordance with 
British practice nor in harmony with 
the spirit and geniaa of our Constitu- 
tion that outgoing Ministers should 
wheel suddenly roiiud and endeavour 
to thwart tho elTorts of the dominant 
party to form a Qoverninout. "If you 
cannot carry on the Government 
yourself, step aside and allow tho 
other party a fair oijportunity to try 
their liaud," is tho true theory of the 
Constitution, as it is the practice of 
Britiah statosmon. The circumstaiicoH 
KurroiHidinj^' the pie.sent case furuisli 
additional reasons for following out 
that practice and affording tho new 
Government an early opportunity of 
showing what they can do towards ei- 
tricatiug the Province from the"slough 
of despond" into which it has unhap- 
pily got itfelf. 

But there aro not wanting .sjDeci.il 
reasons why Victoria should re-elect 
tho new Premier; aud these reasons 
axe almost too obvious to require men- 
tion. Victoria is eminently entitled to 
furnish a Picinier as by far the largest 
and wealthiest constituency. A refusal 
(jn her part to re-elect the new Pre- 
mier would only result in retarding 
and embarrassing tlie work of con- 
structing a Cabinet, and would drive 
the Premier to tho Mainland for a con- 
fitituency, thus leaving Viotoiia out in 
the cold and giving a preponderance 
of the aeata in the Cabinet to that sec- 
tion of the Province, In fact, it would 
be a most suicidal act on the part of 
Victoria. 

These romnrk.s are not offered be- 
cause of apprehended danger of such 
a result; for there cannot be a doubt 
that the electors will see it to be both 
their duty and interest to give the new 
Government a fair trial. But I have 
placed thcni ou paper because there is 
too iiiuoh f^ronncl for believing tliatthe 
ox-^Iinisters, or some of them, are 
setting themselves deliberately to work 
for tho purpose of obstructing the 
work of forming a Government, both 
by opposing tho election of Mr. Elliott 
and by other moans even less excus- 
able.

EntTOB OoMIflST: — Having read by 
chance the papers on tho Indian question 
IcametO'tbo conolHsion that everyone 
therwiu coucernod inunt sincerely deairo 
to 800 that question, on which dopenda 
the peace, tranquility and, iu a great 
measure, tho prosperity of this Province, 
ultimately and promptly settled. Allow 
me to make some remarks on this im- 
portant question. Will the last arrange- 
ment proposed and accepted by the Do- 
minion aud Local Qovornmenta, both of 
whom no doubt havo at heart the solu- 
tion of this gr.ive and dilHoult problem, 
have, as its result, a cordial and durable 
understanding between the honorable 
Commissioners and the Indiana of this 
Province? I would wish to give an af- 
firmative answer, for in theory and on 
paper, nothing appears moro easy and 
advantai^eoua than to locato the Indians 
on general reserves. This system sooius 
to be simple and clear; it would at least, 
have tho advantage of saving the agents 
and missionaries journoya, whioh in bad 
weather are far from being agreeable, 
and of affording, in a certain sense, more 
facilities for civilizing and instructing 
Iho Indians. But is this systom, so ap- 
parently simple aud elenr. iiraoticablo ? 
And will it satisfy the Indians '! This is 
tho question. Mr. Duuuan does not 
seem to have entire confidence iu this 
system proposed by himself; he admits 
that it might result 'in serious ovils if 
aoted npou with too much precipitation. 
In an atfair of such great importance to 
the future peace ond prosperity of the 
Province it is, above all, necessary to be 
guided by principles suggested by a true 
and impartial consideration of tho que.s- 
tion. To aot with frankness aud loyalty 
is, in ray opinion, tlio best moans to come 
to a lasting and cordial understanding. 
Fearing that I might bo misunderstood 
I beg to state that I am not opposed iu 
practice to the nations speaking the same 
language being loeatod on ono or several 
reserves. For moro than thirty years 
during which tho Catholic missionaries 
have boon laboring in this wild country, 
they have learned by experience the 
amount of labor aud suiTering it has cost 
them to run after the wandering Indiaas, 
consequently it would be rendering them 
a great service to locato tho Indians in 
large numbers ou roaervoa, But, I ask 
once more, is it iiractioablo ? This ays- 
torn, so far from satisf^'iug the Indians 
of this Province, would it not rather 
make them moro discontented than here- 
tofore ? Some soy the system of tribal 
reserves is a mistake and fraught with 
t)od consequoucos. Others maintain and 
endeavor to prove that tribal reserves it 
by far the bfist way to settle the Indian 
difDculty. It is cartain that tho sy.stem 
of tribal rcservss has baan reoammsnded 
by tho Imperial Qovernmout and adopt- 
ed by Sir James Douglas, who ia bettor 
acquainted with Indion character 
than many others No doubt tribal re- 
serves may have inoonvonionces, but who 
will bo able to prove tiiat the national 
reserve system will not have far greater 
difQoalties? This tho honorable Com- 
miasioners will soon have an opportuni- 
ty of flnding out. For my part, after 
more than twenty years experience and 
knowledge of tho Indian character and 
their customs, I have no hesitation in 
stating that, with few exceptions, the 
national reserve syritom will bo ultimate- 
ly found altogether impracticable. To 
force the ludians to quit their villages 
against their will would not only be un- 
just but impolitic to the last degree. It 
would bo impnidontly exposing tho 
country to all the h(jrrora of war, lately 
experienced by our American neighbors 
for the very same thing, namely, for hav- 
ing ondortvorod to force tho Indians on 
general reserves. !Mr, Duncan, no doubt 
is not aware of what has happened to our 
next-door neighbors, if ho were, or had 
witnessed it, his natural good sense and 
kind feelings would compel him not to 
oven think of, muoh loss propose, a sys- 
tem that could lead to the same awful 
oouBequonoes.

Mrs. Girlinif Agoiiir-^Extraord iiiiiy 
Scene. 

Mrs. Girliug.uccoinpauied by twelve 
of her followers, visited Exeter on 
December 9, to deliver a lecture on 
'The Life Aims of the Community at 
New Forest.' Mrs. Girling was listen- 
ed to with some attention at first, but 
tho audience soon began hissing and 
cheering. Suddenly one of the eight 
girls who accompanied the lectuross 
roso from her seajb.and began to dance 
with eyes closed.'ahd arms waving to 
and fro. This demonstration (says the 
' Western Morning News,) caused loud 
laughter at lirst, foUyed by groans 
and hisses, which were redoubled when 
Mrs. Girling explained that it was the 
operation of the spirit. The dancing 
girl next conimencod singing snatches 
of hymns, aud one of her compauions 
fainted for a moment aud then began 
to dance a.s well. Great disorder fol- 
lowed. Mr. . Carroll, a commercial 
traveller, and Mr. Ruse, a member of 
the TiDwn Council, rose from their 
seats and protested against 'the blas- 
pliomous farce' that was being enact- 
ed on tho platform. Loud ohoers, 
followed by cries of 'Go on the plat- 
form,' were raised, nud tho people at 
the rear made a move towards the 
platform, which was quickly surroun- 
ded by ail excited crowd, many of 
whom brandished sticks in a threaten- 
ing manner, calling Mrs. Giriing and 
her male companions 'Yankee adven- 
turers,' 'swindlers,' aud so on. A Mr. 
Gowing threatened to summon them 
before the magistrates, to which the 
Shakers replied that they were willing 
to go anywhere. Appeals were inudo 
to tho Shakers to atop the dancing, to 
which they replied they had no jjower 
to do so. By this time the number of 
dancers had increased, and a rush was 
mado to the platform, which was 
speedily occupied. Half-a-dozen police- 
men partly cleared it, and endeavour- 
ed to protect tho Shakers from vio- 
lence, but tho mob again gained pos- 
session of tho platform, aud loudly 
demanded that their meney should bo 
returned, Mr. Poplo and others en- 
deavoured to mako the poor women 
sit down, but this only increased their 
excitement. The scene at this time 
defies description — three or four girls 
with dishevelled hair, and faces stream- 
ing with perspiration, dancing within 
a circle of policemen, and an infuriat- 
ed mob trying to get at them and their 
companions, and hustle them from 
the platform. One of the men of tho 
Shaker party,who had ujj to this time 
remained comparatively cool and col- 
lected, suddenly commenced to jump, 
and defied the efforts of three or four 
stalwart men to keep him still. After 
a few moments of the wildest excite- 
ment one of the women siezcd him 
round tho nqck, and whilst embracing 
each other in » state of frenzy they 
and their companions were pushed off 
the platform and took shelter in the 
anteroom. Mr Carroll, after the 
Shakers had quitted tho platform, 
moved a resolution condemning the af- 
fair in strong terms;and it was second- 
ed by a Mr. Muyor, who said that al- 
though he came there disposed to give 
Mrs. Girling an attentive hearing, ho 
had been disgusted by the indecent 
exhibition just witnessed. Tho re- 
solution was carried by acclamation. 
Tho gas was then turued out, and, 
with great difficulty tho police suc- 
ceeded in clearing tho hall. A tele- 
gram last night says: — Tho New Forest 
Shakers held another meeting to-night 
in Exeter. During the day au appli- 
cation was mado to the magistrates by 
Mr. Councillor Rouse to take steps to 
prevent a repetition of the previous 
night's performance, which he charac- 
terized as blasphemous, and whioh, he 
said, would, if persisted in, lead to 
further disturbance. The magistrates 
were divided in opinion as to the ad- 
visability of endeavoring to stop the 
lecture, and at last came to the oou- 
clusion that thoy had no power to grant 
the application. Tho busiuosa manager 
of tho Shakers applied for tho protec- 
tion of the police, aud the Bench or- 
dered them, to be in attendance to 
prevent disorder. To-night's mooting 
was addressed by several girls, and 
there was considerable excitement, 
Mrs. Girling in response to a shout to 
dance, said, 'Somehow or other tlioy 
could not always dance; the wind did 
not always blow.' The meeting ter- 
minated without much disturbance.
